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1 . Claims 22 and 25 are hereby objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) in that they are 
drafted as dependent claims, but they fail to further limit the claims from which they 
depend. 

Each of claims 22 and 25 states in its preamble that it is directed to a 
"method for detecting responses," but they depend from a claim that is directed 
to a method for predetection. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1 3-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Dependent claim 22 is indefinite and unclear in that it is drafted as being 
dependent from cancelled claim 1 . It appears that this may be a typographical 
error. Claim 22 has been treated as if it depended from claim 13. 

Dependent claims 22 and 25 are indefinite and unclear in that they fail to 
further limit the claims from which they depend. Each of claims 22 and 25 states 
in its preamble that it is directed to a "method for detecting responses," but they 
depend from a claim that is directed to a method for predetection. 
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Independent claim 1 3 is indefinite and unclear in that the preamble of the 
claim states that the method is directed to predetection, but the first claim seems 
to be directed to detection. Please note the words "is detected" on lines 4-5 of 
claim 13. 

In claim 13, the uses of the words "minimum duration" are indefinite and 
unclear in that it can not be readily ascertained in context what ranges of duration 
are "minimum." 

In claim 16, "the maximum time" lacks antecedent basis. 

In claim 18, the words "substantially equal" are indefinite and unclear in 
that it is not clear in context by how much durations may differ and still be 
"substantially equal." 

Dependent claims 14-25 are unclear at least in that they depend from 
unclear independent claim 13. 



4. Claims 13-25 are so unclear that it is not possible to indicate potentially allowable 
subject matter at this time. 



5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The examiner-cited prior art is of general interest for showing the state of 
the related prior art.
